DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wakao et 
al. 

Regarding claim 1 , Wakao et al. show an electric power connection structure of a 
direct current motor, comprising: 

- A housing (90), having a bottom board provided with a shaft seat (93) 
combined with a stator and a circuit board (40) provided with a drive circuit 
(47), a rotor having a rotation shaft (11) rotatably mounted in a shaft tube (23) 
of the stator, the housing at least having an outer wall (left surface, Figure 2); 
and 

- A power plate (61 ) having connection circuits, the connection circuit having a 
first end (left, Figure 2) formed with a connection terminal that may be 
connected to an electric power, and a second end (right) electrically 
connected to an drive circuit of the circuit board, and the power plate 
mounted on the outer wall of the housing (Figure 2). 
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Regarding claim 2, it is noted that Wakao et al. also show the circuit board (40) 
provided with a drive circuit (47) and the power plate may be (not necessarily included) 
formed by a film printed circuit. 

Regarding claim 3, it is noted that Wakao et al. also show the outer wall of the 
housing (left, Figure 2) provided with an insertion groove so that the power plate may be 
inserted into and positioned in the insertion groove. 

Regarding claim 4, it is noted that Wakao et al. also show the bottom board of 
the housing having an annular wall which is provided with a cutout for passage of the 
connection circuit (Figure 2). 

Regarding claim 5, it is noted that Wakao et al. also show an electric power 
connection structure of a direct cur-rent motor, comprising: 

- A housing, having a shaft seat, a rotor having a rotation shaft having one end 
rotatably mounted in the shaft seat, the housing at least having an outer wall; 
and 

- A film printed circuit (40), provided with multiple coils (of the stator, not 
shown) and a sensing drive member, the film printed circuit protruded with a 
power plate (61), which is provided with connection terminals that may be 
connected to an electric power, and the power plate mounted on the outer 
wall of the housing (left, Figure 2). 

Regarding claim 6, it is noted that Wakao et al. also show the housing having an 
annular groove for receiving and positioning the film printed circuit (Figure 2). 
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Regarding claim 7, it is noted that Wakao et al. also show the outer wall of the 
housing being provided with an insertion groove so that the power plate of the film 
printed circuit may be inserted into and positioned in the insertion groove (Figure 2).
